Federal Authorities Say Lifting of 


Quarantine Was Due to Help of 


Farmers and Officials 


INDIANA 
CASE IN 
POINT 


Foot and Mouth Disease is Eradica- 


ted to 
Large Extent 
Because 


Orders Were Obeyed. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—The recent 


lit'ling; oi' the foot-and-mouth qunr- 
'iintincs- from large areas previously 
closed and the modification of 
the 


quarantines in still other 
sections 


has been made possible, 
Federal 


authorities say. by the 
co-opera- 


tion, not only of the various State 
officials, but of farmers and stock- 
men' themselves. Where 
this 
co- 


operation has been most in evidence, 
progress in the eradication of the dis- 
ease has been most rapid. The Fed- 
eral authorities have of course con- 
trol over the movement of live stock 
in interstate commerce only; 
the 


local quarantines 
are • established 


and enforced by the State. Their 
efficiency depends in great measure 
upon the willingness of the people 
to submit to the necessary restric- 
tions. 


Indiana and.Michigan are cited as 


instances of the importance in this 
respect of public opinion. In Michi- 
gan the first herd was slaughtered 
on October 19. Cases of the dis- 
ease existed in 15 Michigan coun- 
ties and in 18 in Indiana. In all 
330 herds were affected. Sixty day; 
later these herds had 
all 
been 


slaughtered and the infected premi- 
ses cleaned and freed from disease. 
In the interval there had been only a 
few scattering instances, half a doz- 
en possibly, of the plague spreadin 
from these different centers of in- 
fection to neighboring farms. 


The people not only observed the 


quarantine regulations but they did 
all in their power to expediate the 
work of slaughter. 
In many cases 


(hey 
had the ditches in which 
the 


animals were to be buried dug and 
waited for the killing gangs. 
As a 


rule no objection was taken to the 
appraiser's valuation of the 
con- 


demned stock, which is 
the more 


surprising in view of the fact that 
so little was generally known of the 
seriousness of the disease. The far- 
mers did not want to part with their 
stock. They .saw 
Hint 
the sore 


mouths and feet grew 
better 
and 


they had had no experience with the 
after effects of the 
pestilence—the 


constant aborting, the failure to 
produce milk, the ability to dissem- 
inate disease mouths after the visi- 
ble symptoms had 
disappeared. 


Nevertheless they accepted the situ- 
ation, helping instead of hinder-ill;,". 


In only a very few cases was 


there any attempt to 
conceal the 


existence of the disease, 
in 
fact 


public 
opinion was so 
strongly 


against this that it was practically 
impossible to do so. In one instance 
a man fed some .skim milk 
from a 


creamery to a calf which later de- 
veloped foot-and-mouth disease, it 
occurred to him to kill the calf and 
say nothing about the matter. The 
neighbors, however, obtained some 
inkling of the facts and notified the 
authorities. After he had been forc- 
ed to admit that he had killed the 
calf the body was dug up and un- 
mistakable marks 
of .the disease 


found upon it. Within two weeks 
all the rest of the herd was infected 
and had to be killed. In 
addition 


the owner was fined $20 or so 
for 


breaking the quarantine regulations. 
The sentiment of the whole commu- 
nity, it should be noted, was against 
him.

Effect of Powerful Searchlight 


Reported by Weather Bureau 


SUN ROSE AS DARK, RED BALL 


(By United Press.}^ 


Washington, 
Jan.. 23.—Indiana 


was favored by an unusual phenom- 
enon on the morning of December 18 
according to the weather bureau re- 
iort issued here. People in the vici- 
nity of Devne saw what is known as 
a "light i pillar." 
- .* 


"Shortly before the sun rose," the 


report states, "we could see a bright 
reddish (not prismatic) streak near- 
ly as wide as (lie sun's disc, 
ex- 


tending up from the horizon to about 
20 to 25 degrees, fading, away, re- 
sembling the effect of a 
powerful 


searchlight at night. 
The sun rose 


as a dark, red ball, and as it appear- 
ed above the horizon. the pillar was 
separated from it by about one de- 
gree.
